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Chris Pieper 
remembered 

Chris brings the community together ; 
one last time

Chris Pieper beamed when she got a call 
from her new boss to say she’d be living in 
a shack on a rig site. 

Working hard and roughing it was right 
up her alley. 

A week into her training, everything was 
going just fine, but then suddenly some¬ 
thing went very wrong and a bad fall left 
the 23-year-old Didsbury woman clinging 
to life. 

She was transported by STARS air 
ambulance to a hospital in Calgary where 
she died the next day, just two days before 
Christmas. 

Chris’s death has left her family, friends, 
and an entire community devastated. 

“I can't believe in 23 years the people 
she's affected,” said Chris’s mom Karen 
Pieper. 

“She cut a pretty wide path." 


Chris started working for the Town of 
Didsbury about five years ago, mowing 
lawns with the parks department, and 
later at the arena. 

Then she got a job at the Town shop 
where she really felt at home. The guys at 
the shop adopted her as their kid sister, 
offering her financial and mechanical 
advice and playing pranks like flipping her 
parking sign upside down and duct taping 
a blown up photo of her in a dress (a rare 
sight), too high for her to reach it and tear 
it down. 

Despite their teasing, Chris's dad Art 
said, “she just thought the world of those 

K'lys"- 

The finding was mutual. 


And for everyone else who knew Chris 
she no doubt left her mark. 

“I’ve been a lot of places where nobody 
even knew I was there," said Karen. 

“I don’t think she ever was anywhere 
where nobody knew she was there " 

One of Chris’s greatest attributes was 
that she never judged anyone. 

“You felt bad if you judged because she 
didn’t,” said Karen. 

She remembers after a hockey game 
meeting a friend of Chris’s who had pierc¬ 
ings “everywhere" and she left thinking 
she really liked this person, despite first 
appearances. 

“I was really proud of myself,” said 
Karen. 

“She taught me that - to look beyond 
and see what’s on the inside." 

Last spring Chris left the Town and 
decided to get her Class One licence. 

After just the minimum hours of instruc¬ 
tion, Chris took the test and passed. 

She couldn’t wait to tell her dad that she 
got her licence in one go when it took him 
two. That was a prime bragging right 

Her brother Mike remembers Chris’s 
first day behind the wheel. 

“They stuck her in a truck her first day 
and she had to drive this truck and trailer 
out to TaU*r. Never done any driving other 
than just the driver course," he said. 

“But anything you threw at Chris, she 
took it head on." 

And if you ever told her she couldn’t do 
something, she’d prove you wrong. She 
was determined from the start. 

Playing baseball as a kid, she couldn’t 
quite get the ball to second bast*, so she 
would drag her dad outside, pace out the 
distance and throw the ball, throw the ball, 
throw the ball, until eventually she got it to 
second base. 

That was Chris. 

And she wasn’t afraid to try anything. 

Even cliff jumping at 13 years old, when 
her brothers were afraid. 

“None of my other children were brave 
enough and here’s this little girl, climbing 
up to the top and jumping right off without 
a second thought," said Karen. 

Chris will be remembered for her tough¬ 
ness, but also as a fun-loving girl who was 
always good for a laugh. 

“She could turn nothing into something 
fun," said Chris’s twin sister Kim. 

There was the time she and her b«*st 
friend Amy held a man by his feet as he 
fetched the keys they'd dropped down a 
grate, in exchange for the $6 the girls had 
in their jun kets. 

Or the time she talked Kim and her 
Imyfriend Justin into “borrowing" raps off 
someone's wheels to replace the ones 
she'd lost. 

“They’re using Kim’s leatherman - she 
had her own leatherman, but broke the 


blade on Kim’s - and she's standing there 
while these guys are doing all the dirty 
work," laughed Karen. 

She liked to hand people tequila shoot¬ 
ers, watch them squirm and tease them 
for not being “tough enough" to handle it. 

“1 think that's half the reason she liked 
tequila," said Justin. 

Whether at work, out for wings or play¬ 
ing hockey, Chris was always on the go, 
and was forever saying “gotta jet." 

“You'd be visiting and she'd say, ‘gotta jet 
mom,' and she’d be off," said Karen. 

Every spare minute she got, Chris was 
all about hockey, hockey and more hock¬ 
ey 

After taking a year of figure skating les¬ 
sons, she convinced mom and dad that 
hockey was more her sjieed. 

At Christmas gatherings while the other 
girls |>layed Barbies, Chris could be found 
playing hockey with the boys. 

Her love of the sjhmI just grew from 
there 

“Her boss said she never asked for time 
off, never complained or asked for much, 
but a few weekends ago when she wanted 
to go to a tournament in Whitefish she was 
very definite that she was having that 
weekend off," said Art. 

“That's just the way it was going to 1**, 
and he just smiled w hen he told us that." 

Chris's new job on the rig site was all a 
jiart of her “master plan" to save up 
enough money to go hack[>acking through 
Australia for a year. 


“That was the prize in front of her," said 
Mike. 

It was all she thought about (besides 
maybe hockey). 

And it was important to her that she do 
it alone because that was the best way to 
meet new people. 

“A lot of us can go to a party and sit in 
the comer, but not Chris," said Karen. 

“I don’t think she wanted the centre of 
attention, she just wanted to meet |H*oj)le 
and wasn't afraid to, and did. That’s why 
she wanted to go on her own." 

To those who knew her, Chris was the 
person who brought other jieojde together 
and she did that right up to the end when 
her family carried out her wishes to 
donate her organs. 

Her lungs went to Edmonton, her pan¬ 
creas and kidney to Calgary, her heart to 
Vancouver (where she always wanted to 
go), and her liver to Halifax to a high sta¬ 
tus j>atient who was expected to die 
Christmas Day or Boxing Day. 

As Chris's mom sat beside her hosjiital 
bed, she thought “what a horrible 
Christmas this is." 

But w hile she would have given anything 
to have her daughter safe at home for the 
holidays, she now takes solace in the fart 
that because of Chris, five other people 
got tin* best Christmas gift they could have 
hoj>ed for. 

And those words that she heard so many 
times, ring clear in her ears: “Gotta jet

Appointed a day after 
Stelmach was sworn in as 
Alberta’s 13th premier, the new 
cabinet contains many mem¬ 
bers who supported Stelmach’s 
leadership bid - and doesn’t 
contain a number of high pro¬ 
file former Klein cabinet minis¬ 
ter. 

The new cabinet will be fac¬ 
ing some very big challenges in 
the period leading up to the 
next provincial vote, which 
must happen by 2(M)!> at the 
very latest. 

In a letter sent out to his new 
cabinet, Premier Stelmach 
called on his new team to pull 
together immediately. 

“As I have said many times 
during the last several months, 
we do not own the right to gov¬ 
ern - we earn it," said 
Stelmach. “Integrity and open¬ 
ness will be at the forefront of

the Conservative government." 

Another former cabinet minis¬ 
ter, Gary Mar, has expressed 
concern with the makeup of the 
new cabinet itself. 

Mar has expressed concern 
that Stelmach didn’t find room 
for any visible minorities and 
that he appointed only two 
women. 

“For two women out of a cab¬ 
inet of 18 - that strikes me as 
being insufficient," Mar report¬ 
edly said. “For four ministers 
from the* two m^jor centres of 
Calgary and Edmonton repre¬ 
senting 2.1 million people, and 
then having 14 represent anoth¬ 
er million people strikes me as 
being not balanced." 

And of course the new cabi¬ 
net will also have to face the 
wrath of two opposition parties 
that are hungry to make their 
mark in post-Klein Alberta. 

Whether the Stelmach minis¬ 
ters will be able to “earn the 
right to govern", as the premier 
is calling on them to do, in the 
face of so many challenges 
remains to be seen. 


how we conduct ourselves and 
how we accomplish our goals. 
As a government we must 
accomplish our goals in a man¬ 
ner which ensures accountabil¬ 
ity to those who have placed 
their trust in us - Albertans." 

While he must immediately 
put his stamp on the new cabi¬ 
net, Stelmach will also have to 
deal with the related fallout 
that has already been generated 
by his choice of cabinet minis¬ 
ters. 

Specifically, a number of the 
high-profile former Klein cabi¬ 
net ministers who were left out 
of the Stelmach cabinet have 
already expressed displeasure 
with the way of things. 

Sundre-arca MLA Ty Lund 
said he was “very disappointed" 
with what he called a “Ralph 
Klein purge." 

“I’m very disappointed to be 
booted out, get a slap in the 
face and booted out," said 
Lund, who had been in cabinet 
for 13 years before being boot¬ 
ed by Stelmach. “It’s so unpro¬ 
fessional that it is pathetic. It’s 
going to reflect very badly on

This Christmas marked 
the 100th anniversary of 
the first entertainment 
radio broadcast, and ama¬ 
teur radio operators are 
celebrating. 

On Christmas Eve, 1906, 
Canadian inventor 

Reginald Fessenden broad¬ 
cast a short speech, played 
a record and performed “O 
Holy Night" on his violin. 

“You hear about Marconi 
but you don’t hear much 
about that man and he was 
a pretty good inventor," 
said Stewart Munro, a vet¬ 


eran amateur radio opera¬ 
tor in Olds and the town's 
emergency radio co-ordi¬ 
nator. 

“They’d been doing it by 
Morse c ode but by voice, 
that’s different." 

To mark the anniversary, 
Canadian amateur opera¬ 
tors, known as hams, have 
been authorized to use spe¬ 
cial event prefixes on the 
air. 

“It’s just like you asing a 
sjiecial name for yourself," 
said Munro.

year. You had to do about 
seven drawings, one trans¬ 
mitter and one receiver and 
a bunch of stuff like that, 
he said. “Now, it’s just a 
piece of cake. You don’t 
have to learn the Morse 
code and they’re multiple 
choice questions.” 

Ham radio operators are 
only allowed to transmit 
voices over the airwaves. 
According to the Radio 
Amateurs of Canada, there 
have been over 50,000 ama¬ 
teur radio certificates 
issued in the country.
